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Labour MPs urge government to help ex-workers 

CALI TO FIND JOBS 
FOR CAPARO STAFF

THE Government must act to 
ensure more than 300 Black 
Country workers who lost 
their jobs at steel giant Cap- 
aro are able to get back into 
work, Labour MPs have said. 

Staff at five sites in Darlaston, Old¬ 
bury, Dudley, West Bromwich and 
Cradley Heath were told by admin¬ 
istrators on Friday they were being 
made redundant with immediate ef¬ 
fect. 

Around 50 former and current Caparo em¬ 
ployees were invited to the Job Centre in West 
Bromwich High Street on Saturday in a bid to 
find a new career. The Job Centre in Temple 
Street, Wolverhampton, also opened up espe¬ 
cially for Caparo workers, providing the same 
service. Caparo Atlas Fastenings in Heath 
Road, Darlaston was worst hit with 122 work¬ 
ers made redundant. 

A total of 68 jobs have gone at Caparo Preci¬ 
sion Tubes in Oldbury, as well as 64 at Caparo 
Forging Europe in Dudley, 59 at Fairbright 
Wire in West Bromwich and 10 at the Cradley 
Heath CMT Engineering plant. The Darlaston, 
Dudley and West Bromwich sites closed with 
immediate effect. 

Devastating 

Labour’s deputy leader and West Bromwich 
East MP Tom Watson said the onus was on the 
Government to support those who had been left 
jobless after years of service to the company. 

He said: “This is devastating news for em¬ 
ployees and their families. My thoughts are 
with them. The Government must act immedi¬ 
ately to ensure all those affected are given the 
help they need to find new jobs, including finan¬ 
cial assistance to retrain if necessary. 

“These are highly-skilled workers that our 
region and our country cannot afford to lose. A 
government that is quick to talk about the im¬ 
portance of industrial strategy should ask itself 
why it has failed to provide financial support to 
the British steel industry.” 

Walsall North MP David Winnick added: 
“It was expected arising from the present sit¬ 
uation. Nevertheless it is a heavy blow for the 
locality and the Black Country generally. It also 
undermines the constant claims the Govern¬ 
ment puts out that the economy is improving.” 

Councillor Keith Chambers, who represents 
Bentley and Darlaston North, said: “I have a 
good number of family members who have 
worked there over the years and I know Caparo 
has been considered a firm you could stay with 
for years.”

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Protesters show solidarity for Tunisia

PROTESTERS united in support of 
Tunisia during a demonstration in the 
Black Country. 

Around 20 people gathered outside 
Thomas Cook at Oldbury Green Retail 
Park on Oldbury Ringway in protest 
against Foreign Office guidance against 
all but essential travel to the country. 

The event was organised by the Tuni¬ 
sian Association in Britain and included 
a minute’s silence in memory of the vic¬ 
tims of the Sousse terror attack in June. 
Organiser Mehdi Bahi, who is originally 
from Tunis and has lived in the UK for 
eight years, said supporters had gath¬ 


ered ‘in sympathy and solidarity’. The 
33-year-old car industry worker who 
lives in Oldbury, said: “We are protest¬ 
ing against the Foreign and Common¬ 
wealth Office as they have and are still 
advising against all but essential travel 
to Tunisia. We do understand the fact 
that they lost lives, but we believe that 
that’s what the terrorists wanted - to 
stop the tourism industry. 

“We believe that it is unfair because 
you can go and book a holiday to Tur¬ 
key, but not to Tunisia. We are support¬ 
ing the Tunisians.” 

Sales manager Rob Johnson, 59, from 


Woburn Crescent, West Bromwich, 
said: “We are British people who are 
concerned about the Tunisian cause 
and the employment situation over 
there. I’ve had a couple of holidays 
to Tunisia, it’s a place I would like to 
visit again. Whilst I understand after 
the tragedy there needs to be caution, 
I would like to have the choice to go 
there.” 

The terror attack claimed the lives 
of Joel Richards, 19, from Wednesbury, 
his uncle Adrian Evans, 49, a Sandwell 
Council worker from Bilston and grand¬ 
father Patrick, aged 78. 


Cancer patients hit 
out over trust move 


CANCER patients in Sandwell 
fear they will find it impossible 
to attend appointments if they 
are made to travel up to 30 miles 
elsewhere. 

The trust that runs Sandwell and 
City Hospitals is currently trying to 
find another site to run some of its 
cancer treatment services after a deal 
with the University Hospitals Bir¬ 
mingham Trust (UHB) was scrapped. 

Currently, consultants from the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham provide 
oncology clinics at Sandwell and City Hos¬ 
pitals but discussions about continuing the 
services have collapsed after concerns over 
costs and ‘quality of care’. 

The Birmingham trust said it would no 
longer deliver the services from April 2016 
unless an ‘alternative mutually accept¬ 
able solution’ can be agreed. Tony Waite, 
finance director at the Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Trust, which runs Sandwell 
and City Hospitals, has said discussions 
have already begun with other sites about 
taking on some services. 

This has sparked fears with cancer suf¬ 
ferers that they will be forced to travel to 
30 miles to Coventry or to Wolverhampton, 
which are the nearest alternative centres. 

Terminal 

Stephanie Cartwright, from West Brom¬ 
wich, has survived breast cancer twice and 
currently has to attend appointments every 
three months. The 49-year-old mother of 
four said: “I have a friend who is terminal, 
she may only have a few years, and she said 
she is going to be dead sooner than later 
because she is not going to be able to go to 
Coventry. 

“This is going to have a tremendous 
effect on the future for people diagnosed 
with cancer, it is not like Sandwell and 
West Birmingham is a small area, it is a 
lot of people’s lives. Cancer is one of the 
most stressful things, I wouldn’t wish it on 
anyone, and this will be an added stress.” 

A University Hospitals Birmingham 
Trust spokesman said its consultants had 
raised concerns about the quality of service 
they been able to offer and Sandwell and 
City Hospitals, and following ‘very lengthy 
negotiations’, had not been able to agree a 
new model for delivering services. 


Band heralds its new premises

IT’S MUSIC to their ears as mem¬ 
bers of one of the oldest brass 
bands in the Midlands celebrates 
moving to refurbished new premis¬ 
es - thanks to a chemical firm step¬ 
ping in to help. 

Langley Band, founded in 1878, 
has relocated after its original base 
was in badly need of repair. Now 
Oldbury-based chemical group 
Solvay is renting the new ‘band 
room’ in Trinity Street, Oldbury, 
to the musicians. The firm has hit 
the right note in helping the band 
as its first rehearsal was provided 
more than a century ago by Billy 
Albright, of Albright & Wilson, the 


company which was previously es¬ 
tablished on the Solvay site. 

The band, whose original prem¬ 
ises, in Langley Park, were badly 
in need of repair, celebrated their 
move with a small party at the new 
band room, where they cut a trum¬ 
pet-shaped cake and gave a short 
performance. The group, which 
comprises around 28 musicians, is 
led by director Cliff Parker. 

Langley Band chairman, Alan 
Greenwood, said: “The minutes of 
our meetings show that the first 
discussions about updating our 
premises took place in 1947. Nearly 
70 years have passed since then 


and our original premises had be¬ 
come very dilapidated, hence we ur¬ 
gently needed to find an alternative 
venue. Having approached Solvay 
last year, we were overwhelmed by 
their response. It’s no overstate¬ 
ment to say that this has given the 
band a whole new lease of life.” 

The band is self supported, re¬ 
lying solely on proceeds from con¬ 
cert fees, recordings, donations 
and members subscriptions. Jean- 
Frangois Berthiaume, of Solvay, 
said: “We are delighted to be help¬ 
ing Langley Band and we hope that 
these new premises will serve them 
well for many years to come.” 


Court order 
broken by 
ex who went 
on rampage 

A MAN broke a court order to stay away 
from his former partner barely two 
months after it had been made, a judge 
heard. 

Derlip Kumar shouted and banged 
on the door of the Oldbury home of 
the woman with whom he lived for 11 
years until they parted, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. The 35-year-old 
smashed his fist down on the roof of her 
car as she tried to flee with their eight- 
year-old son on July 5. 

Mr Duncan Craig, prosecuting, ex¬ 
plained: “His former partner said the 
blow was struck with such force it reso¬ 
nated throughout the vehicle with a very 
loud bang. She has since told officers 
that she is constantly living a nightmare 
because of his behaviour.” 

Police were alerted as Kumar drove 
away from the address in Lodge Road, 
Oldbury. He accelerated and escaped 
before a police car - travelling in the op¬ 
posite direction - could complete a three 
point turn to give chase but he was ar¬ 
rested soon afterwards. 

Kumar then spent over three months 
in custody waiting for the case to be re¬ 
solved and Mr John Evans, defending, 
said: “He was not thinking straight 
when the offence was committed but this 
period of cooling off has enabled him to 
reflect on where his life is going.” Kumar 
of Babbington Road, Handsworth admit¬ 
ted breaching a non molestation order, 
dangerous driving and criminal damage. 
He was given an eight month jail term 
suspended for 18 months and banned 
from driving for a year. 

Club hopes are 
dealt a blow 

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to save the old 
Halesowen Members Club have been 
dealt a blow after planning bosses raised 
no objections to proposals to knock it 
down and build a Lidl supermarket. 

The council’s senior planning policy 
officer David Piper said the demolition 
of the building was unlikely to have an 
adverse effect on the area. 

He also said the building has been 
identified as making a ‘negative contri¬ 
bution’ to the quality of the town’s his¬ 
toric built environment. 

It comes as a blow to campaigners 
trying to keep the club on Hagley Road 
open. Around 80 people have signed a 
petition to try and save the venue, which 
was formerly the Halesowen Labour 
Club. Objections from residents nearby 
have also been lodged with the council. 

Vintage fair due 
at town venue 

A VINTAGE fair with 1960s songs is 
due at Wednesbury Town Hall on Sat¬ 
urday. And at Wednesbury Museum and 
Art Gallery, local singer Ian Casey will 
be performing. Visitors can also create 
vintage Christmas tree decorations. It 
takes place from llam-4pm.

to upgrade 
2 Sisters 
factories 

A MAJOR food group, which was 
founded in West Bromwich, has dou¬ 
bled its profits in three months - and 
will now invest £150million to mod¬ 
ernise its chicken factories. 

There are hopes that the major 
investment could see 2 Sisters Food 
Group create substantial new jobs for 
the area. 

The group, which is owned by Bir¬ 
mingham-based Boparan Holdings, 
has four of the 13 factories in its poul¬ 
try division in the area and said the 
investment was to create world-class 
facilities for the division. 

It reported the strong growth in 
profits despite a 13.5 per cent fall in 
sales for the last quarter of its finan¬ 
cial year. 

Pre-tax profit for the three months 
to August 1 was up from £8.8 mil¬ 
lion to £16.6m with sales down from 
£874.5m to £756.8m. For the full year 
sales for the group were down 8.2 per 
cent at £3.14 billion with operating 
profit slipping 34.3 per cent to £58.8m 

Chief executive Ranjit Singh 
Boparan said: “Our aim is to build a 
better business. During 2015 we fo¬ 
cused on costs, efficiency, investment, 
innovation and deepening customer 
relationships.” 

He said the group was making a 
number of important investments 
with the aim of providing customers 
and consumers with innovative prod¬ 
ucts, better value and reduced waste. 
He said the major £150m investment 
programme in the poultry business 
would ‘completely revolutionise’ its 
supply chain end-to-end. 

Fire-hit pub to 
get an overhaul 

A PUB that was badly damaged by a 
fire will get a £325,000 overhaul. 

The Moon Under Water, in High 
Street, Cradley Heath, was closed for 
two days in September following the 
blaze that was believed to have been 
started by a discarded cigarette. 

It caused damage to the front en¬ 
trance of the Wetherspoons pub, its 
structure and sign. 

Now alongside planning proposals 
for repairs, it has now been revealed 
that a major refurbishment of the pub 
will also take place. 

The aim is to carry out the refur¬ 
bishment before Christmas, with as 
little disruption as possible. 

The pub may need to close for a 
short period, but this has not yet been 
confirmed. 

Cafe scheme for 
post office site 

A FORMER post office in Walsall 
will be transformed into a cafe under 
plans poised to create two jobs. The 
building in Spring Road, Shelfield, 
has been vacant since April last year 
and plans have now been lodged. 


Fire at church hall was arson attack

A FIRE that destroyed a church hall 
in Rowley Regis was arson, it has 
been confirmed. 

The building next to Knowle Meth¬ 
odist Church in Dudley Road suffered 
severe smoke damage following the 
blaze, which raged in multiple parts 
of the building. 

Fire officers have confirmed the 
fire was started deliberately. The 
arsonists are thought to have got in 
through windows on the roof of the 
building. 

The blaze has also put the church 
itself out of action temporarily as it 


is on the same gas line so cannot be 
heated. Services due to be held at the 
weekend were cancelled. 

Reverend Caroline Wickens, super¬ 
intendent minister for the Dudley and 
Netherton circuit, said churchgoers 
had been left shocked by the attack. 
“It’s just very sad. This is a wonderful 
congregation who work ever so hard 
and for something like this to happen 
to them is a real blow,” she said. 

“There is no actual damage to the 
church but because the gas is on the 
same line we cannot use the church.” 

Attention will now turn to getting 


the church hall repaired and reopened 
as quickly as possible. Rev Wickens 
said: “We do have insurance and that 
will be a matter for them to discuss. It 
is certainly not going to be usable in 
the immediate future.” 

Eric Bowater, aged 83, has been the 
church secretary for 30 years and first 
attended when he was three. He said 
the church hall, which is used by var¬ 
ious community groups, had suffered 
from vandalism in the past. 

He said: “The firemen said it was 
arson. I just can’t see a point to it, I 
have no idea why they have done it.” 


Leisure centre in line 
for £600,000 revamp 


AROUND £600,000 will be spent re¬ 
furbishing a leisure centre in Great 
Barr which had been saved from the 
axe by a community campaign. 

Beeches Pool and Leisure Centre was 
taken over by a third party contractor 
last April following a campaign backed by 
around 3,000 people. 

It faced an uncertain future after cost-cut- 
ting plans were revealed by cash strapped Bir¬ 
mingham City Council. 

The centre is now part of Birmingham Com¬ 
munity Leisure Trust which is run in partner¬ 
ship by Serco and the city council. 

And now a large cash injection is planned 
to boost facilities and bring more people into 
the centre, off Beeches Road. The centre’s gym 
will be expanded up onto the first floor of the 
building. 

More than 50 new fitness machines and 
equipment will be based in the new upper floor 
gym. The existing gym on the ground floor 
near changing rooms will be transformed and 
upgraded with newer equipment. 

Restraints 

There will be a new ground floor treatment 
room created alongside a revamp of the chang¬ 
ing rooms. A new sauna and team room are 
also set to be created and work will be com¬ 
pleted by the end of this year. 

Birmingham City Council’s assistant direc¬ 
tor for sport and events, Steve Hollingworth 
said: “Despite the considerable budgetary re¬ 
straints that we face, Serco’s appointment will 
help us ensure that we can continue to support 
and encourage people to be active and enjoy a 
healthy lifestyle.” 

It already has a large swimming pool used 
for lessons and aqua classes and for children’s 
birthday parties. A petition signed by 3,000 
people was presented to council bosses by cam¬ 
paigners Karen Hamilton and Jon Hunt in sup¬ 
port of keeping the centre which is also home 
to Perry Beeches Swimming Club. The council 
transferred the running of the centre over to 
Birmingham Community Leisure Trust, which 
came into force on June 1. It is responsible for 
Beeches Pool alongside others, including Wyn- 
dley Leisure Centre in Sutton Coldfield and 
new builds in Ladywood and Erdington. 

Meanwhile Alexander Stadium, on the A34 
Walsall Road, which hosted high profile ath¬ 
letics meetings, has also been brought under a 
changed management structure. 


Chinu muscles in on Olympics bid

A WRESTLER from Oldbury who 
has been training since the age of 
four has won a British Champi¬ 
onship in his weight category and 
is now dreaming of gold at next 
year’s Olympics. 

Chinu Sidhu said he was ‘al¬ 
ways’ going to wrestle after fol¬ 
lowing in his grandfather’s and 
father’s footsteps - who were 
keen wrestlers - as a youngster 
in India. He had his first taste 
of glory as a seven-year-old, win¬ 
ning in the district champion¬ 
ships. Moving to the UK when he 
was around 14, Chinu won both 
the junior and senior competi¬ 


tion for his age group at 16 and 
on Saturday October 24 won the 
2015 British Championship in the 
125kg freestyle, which was held at 
Aldersley Leisure Centre, Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Chinu competed in two bouts, 
where he overcame his oppo¬ 
nents in less than six minutes 
altogether. He previously won a 
bronze medal at last year’s Com¬ 
monwealth Games, losing to the 
eventual gold medal winner. Now 
the full time wrestler will compete 
in the qualifying rounds at the 
end of this month in a bid to reach 
the Olympics in Brazil next year. 


Chinu, aged 28, said: “I’m over 
the moon to have won this cham¬ 
pionship. Achieving something 
like this helps you grow in confi¬ 
dence and makes you more deter¬ 
mined to go on and achieve more 
in this sport. It’s 24/7 thing for 
me, I never switch off. I won the 
championship on Saturday and 
I was back training on Sunday 
morning. That’s the work ethic 
I’ve been brought up with. 

“I would love to compete in the 
Olympics, it would be a dream 
come true. I’m striving for a gold 
medal but Brazil next year might 
just be out of reach.” 


Lorry plunges 
off motorway 

A LORRY left the M5 and plunged 
down an embankment with the driver 
having to be freed from the cab with 
the help of firefighters. 

Emergency services were called to 
the southbound carriageway of the 
M5 between junction 5 for Droitwich 
Spa and junction 6 for Worcester at 
around 9.15am last Friday. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
said a Land Rover had also been in¬ 
volved and its driver, a man in his 
50s, suffered a ‘medical episode’. Two 
rapid response vehicles and a para¬ 
medic support officer were called.

SPARE us the surprise and the big, pan¬ 
icky headlines over the World Health Or¬ 
ganisations’ latest claim that bacon and 
other processed meats can cause cancer. 
If you have the Full English Breakfast of¬ 
ten enough, it may turn into the Full Eng¬ 
lish Tumour. But this is not news. The link 
between meat, especially processed meat, 
and cancer has been known for years. A 
study of 500,000 Europeans concluded 
that those who eat two portions of meat 
a day increase their risk of bowel cancer 
by more than a third compared to those 
who eat it once a week. And that was in 
2005. How quickly we choose to forget in¬ 
formation we don’t like. Or maybe bacon is 
seriously bad for your memory. 

DOES a day go by without support¬ 
ers of Jeremy Corbyn proudly boasting 
of his massive mandate? Corbyn took a 
whopping 59.5 per cent of the vote. That’s 
251,417 of the 422,664 votes cast and it 
looks impressive. But, lest we forget, the 
Labour-leadership election was open not 
only to existing Labour Party members but 
to the entire nation. Virtually anyone could 
pay £3 to register as a Labour ‘support¬ 
er’ and they had many weeks in which to 
do it.

Trader wins fight to sell

Nash Supermarket as it was an es¬ 
tablished business. He told members 
of Sandwell Council’s licensing com¬ 
mittee: “The community at large feel 
it would be detrimental to the area.” 

But Mr Singh’s claims were dis¬ 
missed as nonsense by family mem¬ 
bers of owner Archhar Kaur. He

the real reason for him objecting, 
though Mr Singh denied this. 

The council’s was swayed by the 
fact neither the police or Environ¬ 
mental Health raised any concerns 
about the shop selling alcohol or the 
prospect of anti-social behaviour.

IT started as an idea to create 
something special for his son. 
But now a Walsall man’s ‘spook- 
tacular’ pumpkins are the must- 
have Halloween decoration for 
some of London’s swankiest 
nightspots - including Prince 
Harry’s favourite haunts. 

Nine years ago Simon Patel tried his 
hand at carving his own pumpkins for 
his new-born boy Dylan. 

Such is the demand for the 39-year-old’s 
talents that he spends two weeks in the 
build-up to Halloween creating up to 30 
unique pumpkins for others. Customers 
include schools and businesses in the bor¬ 
ough as well as trendy nightclubs such as 
Kensington’s Bodo’s Schloss or the capi¬ 
tal’s Mahiki bar - both of which are known 
to host A-list celebrities such as Prince 
Harry and runner Usain Bolt.

Goblin 

The house-husband, who has been a keen 
artist all of his life, admitted his first at¬ 
tempt left a lot to be desired but then he 
started picking up tips by watching Ameri¬ 
can sculptor Ray Villafane on YouTube. 

“When my boy was born I just wanted 
to do something special for him for Hallow¬ 
een,” said Mr Patel. 

“My first was a goblin, but it wasn’t 
particularly good. I was using spoons and 
kitchen utensils but then I found out about 
using clay modelling tools. 

“From there I just got better and better. 
I have really expensive equipment now. I 
must have spent about £100 on it.” 

While that might sound like an expensive 
hobby some of his creations, which range 
from traditional skulls to intricately de¬ 
tailed pirate faces, have fetched up to £75 
each. Depending on the level of detail they 
can take as long as five hours to sculpt.

Albion FA Cup programme fetches £20k 


The football programme from 


ONE of the rarest and most valua¬ 
ble West Bromwich Albion football 
programmes - which originally cost 
a tuppence when new - has sold at 
auction for £20,000. 

The monumental 1886 FA Cup final 
programme between West Bromwich 
Albion and Blackburn Rovers was 
made up of just a single sheet, featur¬ 
ing the team line-ups and an adver¬ 
tisement on the back. 

Described as ‘extremely scarce in 
football memorabilia’, the programme 
was sold this week at Graham Budd 
Auctions in a ‘Sporting Memorabilia’ 


auction in London. It was expected to 
sell for between £20,000 to £25,000 
and was bought by a mystery bidder. 
It is particularly important as it was 
Albion’s first ever appearance at an 
FA Cup final. 

Auctioneer Graham Budd said: 
“There was lots of interest in both 
programmes and we were happy with 
the final outcome.” 

The programme would have orig¬ 
inally cost a tuppence when new 
- equivalent to one pence in new 
money. The match was played at the 
Kennington Oval, now the Test-play¬ 


ing home of Surrey County Cricket 
Club, to a crowd of 15,000 on April 3. 

The match finished 0-0, with one of 
the rules at the time being both teams 
needed to agree for extra time to take 
place. Albion were keen to continue 
but Blackburn Rovers refused, forcing 
a replay a week later at Derbyshire 
County Cricket Club’s Racecourse 
Ground. 

Just moments after the Albion 
programme was sold, a 1921 Wolver¬ 
hampton Wanderers vs Spurs FA Cup 
final programme was also sold for 
£850. It cost sixpence when new.

Homes scheme 
is thrown out 

PLANS to turn a warehouse into a 
house of multiple occupation have 
been rejected. Krundil Developments 
wanted to turn the building, in Pen¬ 
nant Road, Cradley Heath, into a 
home with 22 rooms. 

Eight objections were lodged by 
neighbours to the scheme, but the 
council had been advised to give the 
go-ahead to the plans. 

Councillors rejected the scheme on 
the grounds of insufficient recycling 
facilities, lack of off-street parking and 
the building being too close to another 
home on the road. 

Travellers moved 
off parkland 

MORE than 20 caravans have been 
ordered off land near a school in Great 
Barr but have left rubbish behind. 

Rubbish had been left on open land 
off Tanhouse Avenue between the 
Valley Club and entrance to the RSPB 
centre near Hamstead Infants School. 


MORE than 14,000 people are now 
taking advantage of free swimming 
in Sandwell, new figures show. 

Children and over-60s are able to swim 
for free at the borough’s leisure centres. 
There are now a total of 14,260 swimmers 
registered onto the scheme - compared 
with 8,835 in 2013/14. 

And there are also more than 4,000 students 
in the Swim School, which provides lessons for 
all ages and abilities. 

Free sessions are available at Haden Hill 
Leisure Centre in Rowley Regis, Smethwick 
Swimming Centre, Langley Swimming Centre 
in Oldbury and Tipton Leisure Centre. People 
will also be able to swim at Wednesbury Lei¬ 
sure Centre when it opens on November 9. 

Sandwell Council has agreed to run the 
scheme until April 2017 at a cost of £368,000 

Sandwell Leisure Trust’s chief executive 
Paul Slater said in the annual review: “The de¬ 
mand to learn to swim in Sandwell continues to 
grow year on year and we now have 4,345 Swim 
School students. We also continue to deliver 
Sandwell Council’s free swimming initiative. 

Teenagers 

“There are now 14,260 Sandwell residents, 
aged 16 and under and 60+, registered onto the 
scheme enjoying 41,421 free swims.” 

The scheme allows adults, aged 60 and over 
to swim without charge during public swim¬ 
ming sessions, for seven days per week before 
lpm, all year round. While children and teen¬ 
agers can swim for free during school holidays. 

A new initiative was introduced this year 
across all of Sandwell Leisure Trust’s swim¬ 
ming pools, which bosses say has been well-re¬ 
ceived by both customers and staff. 

The software package, which took some six 
months to introduce, enables the swimming 
teachers to use iPods poolside to record the 
progress of swimmers through skills and lev¬ 
els. This cuts down their admin time and frees 
them up for more teaching time. While par¬ 
ents and guardians can now track their child’s 
progress online and see the availability of new 
places as they progress through the swimming 
programme. 

Kirsty Beckett, swimming co-ordinator and 
teacher at Portway Lifestyle Centre, said: 
“This new initiative is a big success.” 

Membership of the leisure centres has also 
increased during the past two years from 
21,754 in 2012/13 to 40,644 in 2014/15.

THIS is the terrifying moment an 
axe-wielding masked thug tried to 
smash his way through the win¬ 
dow of a pawnbrokers in broad 
daylight. Shocked passers-by were 
forced to jump out of the way as 
the raider jumped out of a BMW 
with an axe outside Cashbrokers 
in Halesowen and then battered 
the glass with the weapon. 

Shop manager Henry Hunter 
- who is a martial arts expert - 
shouted at the raider and his geta¬ 
way driver and ran out to confront 
the pair. The thug, whose face was 
covered by a balaclava, dropped 


the axe seconds later and jumped 
back into the dark blue car which 
then sped off. Mr Hunter, aged 55, 
was serving a customer inside the 
store as the drama unfolded last 
Tuesday at around 10.30am. 

Rather than being scared by 
the sight of a pair of robbers, 
Mr Hunter said ‘the toerags’ are 
lucky he didn’t get his hands on 
them. The terrifying raid was cap¬ 
tured on the shop’s CCTV. 

Father-of-five Mr Hunter is 
a black belt in karate, judo and 
kendo, and a grandmaster in ai¬ 
kido, but has not practised for 


around 10 years. He said: “At the 
end of the day him having an axe 
didn’t worry me.” 

Mr Hunter, who trained in mar¬ 
tial arts for most of his life, was 
helping a customer when the two 
men pulled up outside the pawn¬ 
brokers in Queensway at around 
10.30am on Tuesday. 

A staff member was replenish¬ 
ing the stock in the window when 
one of the would-be robbers ran 
up to the glass and struck it six or 
seven times. Luckily the windows 
are bullet-proof so managed to 
withstand the force of the weapon.

Faces tell the story 
of changing society 


A unique exhibition illustrates 
the vital role of immigrants in 
the Black Country’s recent 
past. PETE MADELEY reports 

THEY travelled more than 5,000 
miles in search of work in Black 
Country towns that were suffering 
from a chronic labour shortage in 
the aftermath of the Second World 
War. 

But while migrants from South Asia 
have made a huge contribution to the 
rich tapestry of life in the region and 
beyond, their impact has been largely ig¬ 
nored in artistic circles. 

Now the lives of some of the thousands who 
made the journey into the unknown from the 
Punjab region of India to Wolverhampton 
have been recognised in a unique arts project. 

Exodus: Movement of a People, features a 
collection of personal photographs showing 
first generation migrants around the time they 
arrived in the old town in the 1960s. 

Brainchild 

The stark monochrome images are dis¬ 
played alongside portrait photographs show¬ 
ing the individuals as they are now, some 50 
years after they first set foot on the streets of 
Wolverhampton. 

Currently on display at the Bantock House 
Museum, the project is the brainchild of 
Wolverhampton-born photographers Anand 
Chhabra and Sarvjit Sra, who say they wanted 
to build up a collection of images that define 
‘the true identity’ of South Asian migrants. 

The pair run Black Country Visual Arts, an 
organisation set up in 2014 that is committed 
to opening up new avenues of art across the 
region. 

“There hasn’t really been a drive to docu¬ 
ment the stories of people from the Punjab 
when they first came to England,” said Anand, 
aged 43, from War stones. 

“We looked at the historical archives in Wal-

sail, Sandwell and Wolverhampton and there 
is very little that speaks for this generation. 

“It’s something of a hidden community, 
partly because in the past people have perhaps 
not had the confidence or know-how to show 
their history in an artistic way. It was some¬ 
thing we wanted to put right.” 

The group received funding from Arts Coun¬ 
cil England and set about the task of gathering 
photographs, firstly from friends and family 
and then from the wider community. 

“We basically hit the streets for six months,” 
said Sarvjit, 44, from Penn. 

“It was a case of turning up in Blakenhall, 
Park Village and Bradmore and knocking 
doors and asking for old black and white pho¬ 
tographs. We were asking them to hand over 
their prized possessions to people who they 
didn’t know, so it wasn’t easy. 

“But gradually we started to build up trust 


within the community and people began to 
come on board.” 

The UK’s ties with the Punjab date back 
to the mid-19th century, while many Sikhs 
served in the British Army and saw active ser¬ 
vice in both world wars. 

Indians began to settle in the Black Coun¬ 
try in the early 1950s and census records 
show there were 10 Indian families in Wolver¬ 
hampton in 1954. By 1956 an Indian Work¬ 
ers Association was up and running with 150 
members, but the bulk of migration would 
occur from 1961-71. 

The first wave of migrants were primarily 
men from middle ranking peasant families, 
often with ties to the colonial army or police 
force. Often they would travel over and find 
work in the Black Country, with their families 
joining them once they were settled. Over that 
decade settlement from India and Pakistan to 


Wolverhampton rose from 1,756 to 12,120. A 
similar picture played out elsewhere around 
the Black Country, with Smethwick in par¬ 
ticular attracting large numbers of migrants 
from the Punjab. 

The search for employment was a key factor, 
with migrants attracted to the Black Country 
by the promise of jobs in foundries, steel works 
and clothing factories. 

Sarvjit’s father, Surjit Singh, is shown in 
one of the portraits, the 65-year-old clutching 
a photograph of himself sporting an Elvis hair¬ 
style that was taken in 1966, a year before he 
came to Wolverhampton. 

Surjit’s father, who served in the Brit¬ 
ish Army and the Indian Army, had come to 
England in 1963 after he was granted a work 
voucher. “My father came over and then he 
brought me over once he’d settled. My mother 
came later,” said Surjit, who lives in Penn. 

“A lot of people used to do that. I was 16 at 
the time and when I arrived I got a job thread¬ 
ing brass in a factory on Wednesfield Road. 

Exciting 

“Everything was completely different from 
what I had known back home, but it was an 
exciting time.” 

Surjit went on to spend 35 years working for 
the Motor Components firm in Oxford Street, 
Bilston, that went on to become TRW Valves. 

“I found the old picture when I went back to 
India last year,” Surjit added. “I look at it now 
and think about how things have changed.” 

Harbans Lai came to Wolverhampton 1965 
as a 12-year-old, joining his father who had ar¬ 
rived two years earlier. 

“It was very difficult when I got here, a com¬ 
plete shock to me,” said Harbans, now 65. 

“Getting used to somewhere new, going to 
Springfield School and learning the language; 
it was a lot to take in.” 

The father of four served an apprenticeship 
at Guy Motors and then worked at Goodyear 
for 22 years. He now runs appliance store East 
and West Aid which is near his home in Blak¬ 
enhall. 

“Seeing the pictures it shows how much has 
changed. We were all so young. Now the new 
generation has grown up here.” 

The Exodus project runs at the Bantock 
House Museum until November 12.

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Council criticised on delay 
returning children to carer 


SANDWELL Council has been criticised for taking two weeks 
to return two young children to their foster carer after a crim¬ 
inal investigation into the adult was dropped. 

The Local Government Ombudsman found shortcomings in the way 
the authority took the children from their placement. An investigation 
uncovered problems with the romoval of the six and seven-year-old 
from their beds 90 minutes after police told the authority their foster 
- carer was due to be arrested. 


26 pc paid 
less than 
Living wage 

SOME 560,000 people are paid less 
than the Living Wage in the West 
Midlands, according to new research 
published by KPMG. It means 26 per 
cent of the region’s employees earn 
less than the Living Wage - three per 
cent higher than the UK average. 

The West Midlands has the joint 
second highest proportion alongside 
the East Midlands, Wales and York¬ 
shire and Humber. The highest pro¬ 
portion is found in Northern Ireland, 
with 29 per cent. 

The Living Wage outside of London 
is currently £7.85. The research, con¬ 
ducted by Markit for KPMG, shows 
that UK-wide the median wage is 
£11.61, but the West Midlands is 
again behind the curve, with that 
figure at £10.69 in the region having 
dropped 1.5 per cent in the year. 

Birmingham aligns with the re¬ 
gional figure of 26 per cent and Wol¬ 
verhampton slightly worse with 27 
per cent. 


The incident dates back to March 
12, 2014, when ‘a serious allegation’ 
was made against the foster carer, 
known only in the report as Mr X. 

When the council became aware he 
was due to be arrested, it sent in a 
support worker who removed the two 
children. After falling ill in police cus¬ 
tody Mr X was taken to hospital and 
left on March 14. Although the police 
closed the case with no further action 
taken on March 27, the children were 
not returned to Mr X until April 10. 

The report stated: “Although this is 
a relatively short period, the council’s 
failure to carry out a strategy meeting 
raises the question whether it could 
have returned the children sooner if it 
had acted without fault.” 

The damning report has sparked 
calls for action in the department. 

UKIP’s Sandwell secretary Ric Keel¬ 
ing blasted the council’s children’s ser¬ 
vices and said change was needed. Mr 
Keeling said: “How much longer can 
Sandwell Council’s children’s services 
get away with this sort of behaviour? 
Someone has to be held to account.” 

In their report, the recommenda¬ 
tions are that the authority apologises 
to Mr X and pays him a total of £1,500, 
apologises to the two children and pays 
them £500 each. It also suggested the 
council review its policy on recording 
discussions in safeguarding cases. 


Remembering Reuben with book launch

The book launch took 
place at All Saints Parish Church, 
in All Saints Way, with members of 
the All Saints Players drama group 
dressed in Victorian costumes to recite 
extracts from the book. 

Ms Lawley explained that the book 
had come together many years of 
gathering information. She said: “I 
had collected information on Reuben 
Farley for many years after finding his 
gravestone close to the main entrance 
of Heath Lane Cemetery. 


“As Reuben was an important local 
industrialist during the Victorian pe¬ 
riod, it was appropriate that five of the 
drama group were dressed in Victorian 
costume to give readings from the 
book.” Reuben Farley, who was born 
in 1826 and died in 1899, was mayor 
of the town five times. 

Ms Lawley said: ““We would like to 
thank everyone for their support in 
making the launch event a success,” 
she added.

Councillor Barbara Dring, 
chairman of the city council’s Licens¬ 
ing and Public Protection Committee, 
said: “The campaign is vital to ensure 
people both understand and have the 
ability to exercise these new rights, so 
I would encourage people to attend 
one of these events if they can.

Pay rises 
hope with 
council's 
workers 


COUNCIL workers in Sandwell are to be of¬ 
fered pay rises to try to prevent them from 
moving to other authorities. 

Bosses are to bring back a scheme which offers 
employees the carrot of a salary increase if they have 
performed particularly well, or if there is a fear they 
could be enticed by a higher-paid role elsewhere. 


The council also fears it 
could experience difficulties 
trying to attract new staff 
without the merit incre¬ 
ment salary scheme in place, 
which was scrapped in 2010. 

More than 200 jobs have 
been axed during the last 18 
months at the cash-strapped 
authority which is currently 
trying to save £22 million, 
but chiefs insist the possi¬ 
bility of a pay rise is vital to 
keeping staff happy. 

Cabinet member Council¬ 
lor Peter Hughes said bring¬ 
ing back the scheme would 
‘send out a message’ that 
the council was a ‘caring 
employee’. 

However, UKIP Council¬ 
lor Philip Garrett said he 
understood why the council 
wanted to support success¬ 
ful workers - but the timing 
of the move wasn’t right 
given the authority’s finan¬ 
cial situation.

Councillor Garrett said: 
“This is an old scheme 
which the council has 
brought back. 

“It’s a bit of a dou¬ 
ble-edged sword as I can un¬ 
derstand why they’re doing 
it but the timing just isn’t 
right. You want to keep hold 
of staff if they’re performing 
well but when other staff 
are being laid off it’s not an 
unreasonable argument to 
ask if it’s the right time to 
do this - I’d say it’s not.” 

Deputy leader Councillor 
Steve Eling said: “It does 
create some issues with re¬ 
tention within some parts 
of the council, particularly 
with other councils offering 
such increments to retain 
staff or being able to recruit 
staff by offering this sort 
of system. There’s never a 
right time.”

A MYSTERIOUS writer who 
has been dubbed ‘the Black 
Country Banksy’ surprised 
a pub landlady by arriving in 
person with his trademark 
calling cards. 

Described as being dressed in a 
long raincoat, with a long black 
shawl covering his face, the mys¬ 
tery man appeared at The Wheat- 
sheaf pub, in Rowley Regis. 

He had already baffled new land¬ 
lady, Sara Harvey, after sending her 
his famous Mario Lanza drawings in 
the post. 

Miss Harvey, who bought the pub in 
June, said that he had first written to 
her after seeing her in the Chronicle’s 
sister publication The Express & Star 
in August - following the discovery of 
a hidden stained glass window in the 
pub. She explained: “I couldn’t believe 
it when he decided to send me letters, 
all with different post marks too. 

Drawings 

“He said that he had seen the arti¬ 
cle in the paper about the stained glass 
window, and that he remembered it as 
he used to drink in the pub himself 
many years ago. 

“I had heard of Mario Lanza draw¬ 
ings being left in pubs but didn’t re¬ 
ally know a lot about the ghost-writer 
himself.” 

Miss Harvey received two letters, 
one with a cat food advert stuck to it, 
before he then appeared in person. 

The mystery man has been baffling 
people for decades by leaving beer 
mats featuring sketches of the late 
opera singer Lanza in various pubs, 
cafes - and even at Dudley Zoo. 

“His letters were amazing, but a 
little odd,” said Miss Harvey, aged 37. 

“Then the one day I was at the bar 


and this man with a long raincoat and 
black shawl came in and noticed that I 
had framed the cards and letters I had 
been sent. 

“I was talking about how I wondered 
who it was, and then out the blue he 
pulled out a beermat and book and 
said it was him. He was such a lovely 


gentleman, it was unbelievable to have 
met him in person - although he still 
wouldn’t reveal himself fully.” 

It has been estimated that there 
have been 250,000 secret sketches 
from the ghost-writer scattered 
around the Black Country area since 
the 1960s.

Groups may face fees 
to use key buildings 



Wednesbury Town Hall, based in Holyhead Road, Wednesbury 


COMMUNITY groups will 
be charged to use two town 
halls in Sandwell on evenings 
and weekends amid warn¬ 
ings from council bosses that 
the buildings will not survive 
without generating funds. 

The cash-strapped borough 
council has announced the chang¬ 
es which will mean that some 
groups who use towns halls in 
Wednesbury and West Bromwich, 
as well as Smethwick Council 
House, now having to pay for the 
privilege. 

People wanting to hold community 
events or book functions after 9pm 
on weekdays or at weekends will now 
have to stump up almost £50 an hour 
to hire a main hall. 

Concerns have been raised about 
whether the new measures will lead 
to groups seeking alternative venues. 

But the council’s deputy leader and 
finance boss Steve Eling said it was es¬ 
sential that the buildings make more 
money than at present, otherwise they 
are likely to face closure at some point 
in the future. 

Facilities 

The council is currently trying to 
find savings of £22 million. 

Councillor Eling told a council cab¬ 
inet meeting: “I cannot overstate the 
threat there is to these facilities from 
Government cuts. 

“We have got to build a case and a 
strategy to make sure they are secured 
before the time comes, and it isn’t far 
away, that we get such drastic cuts 
that we can’t afford to keep these facil¬ 
ities open - that isn’t going to happen 
on my watch. 

“We can’t hide away from the fact 
Government money is disappearing 
for these facilities and they are going 
to have to earn there own keep - but I 
think they can.” 

Groups that use the buildings reg¬ 
ularly will continue to do so during 
daytime hours on weekdays ‘either for 


free or preferential rates’. But the cab¬ 
inet member for finance and resources 
added: “We will also be setting out 
arrangements for out of hours and set 
out an appropriate charge given the 
additional cost to the council to open 


out of hours. It does cost additional 
money to open at weekends. 

“Staff are not on normal shifts, we 
have to pay premium rates for out 
of hours and we have to cover these 
costs.”

All the world's a stage - or at 
least the back garden at No3! 


I WAS about four when we moved house 
to Red Lion Street. In the 1950s this was 
longer than now. Where the 1960s Tele¬ 
phone Exchange extension stands there 
was a block of houses, Nos 1 to 4, let to 
council tenants. 

Another block of four, fronted on to an alley, 
with a cemetery for St Peter and St Paul’s Catho¬ 
lic Church and a pair of semi-detached houses. 

The alley led, as Paternoster Row, up the hill, to North 
Street. Past the cemetery was a final block of four houses 
before the junction with Wadham’s Hill, where the Ring 
Road is now at a lower level. The houses were built in 
1926, as shown by date plaques with the Wolverhampton 
Corporation Coat of Arms. 

Our house was No 2, and a high privet hedge above 
a low brick wall hid a small front garden with tulips, 
daffodils and nasturtiums. At the end of the tunnel entry 
you reached the backs of numbers 2 and 3, where the 
gardens were at a higher level, reached by steps. My

best friend in these years was Geoffrey Leo. Although 
he lived at Wednesfield, his grandparents, Mr & Mrs 
Wythe, resided at No 3, and his mother or father would 
bring him to Red Lion Street regularly. 

The family’s business was making and selling ice 
cream. Other friends of ours in the street were John 
Hendley at No 5, Sally Eades at No 6, replaced by a 
younger Sally Ormerod, Paul Makin at No 7, Lesley at 
No 10, Jane at No 12, Patrick Greatrix at No 13 (my next 
best friend after Geoff), and later on Jimmy and David 
Silcock at No 14. 

John, a lifelong Wolves expert and supporter, was to 
become in later years a folk singer and successful co-or¬ 
dinator of folk clubs in the area. 

Paul was an actor, before becoming a successful script¬ 
writer of television comedies. He sadly died of a brain 
tumour at the age of 54. Patrick ran a popular hardware 


business in Wolverhampton. In the 1950s playing in the 
street was second nature, and we had the imagination to 
make up different games, dramas and shows, mimicking 
the stars seen on television or in films. The raised back 
garden of No 3 might be a stage, with Geoff s younger 
brother John using the inside part of a punch-ball as 
a microphone, belting out Frank Ifield’s “I Remember 
You”. 

Fever 

Play would often take place in the alley, and occasion¬ 
ally stray over the wall into the Catholic Cemetery. 

However, any parents hearing us would order us out, 
with the dire threat that we would “catch the fever” 
in there. No one ever explained what fever, and how it 
could be caught. It was another world - a wilderness of 
overgrown trees and bushes hiding old gravestones - cer¬ 
tainly a good place for adventure.

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Fury after takeaway 
charity tin is stolen

THIS is the moment a shameless thief stole a charity box 
from a takeaway counter in full view of horrified staff and 
customers. The thief swooped at Pizza Hut in Newton 
Road, Great Barr. 

CCTV footage shows a man, who is thought to be of East¬ 
ern European descent, walking into the takeaway and cas¬ 
ually chatting with staff before shoving a Children in Need 
collection box up his jumper and fleeing the scene. 

The theft happened at around 5pm last Tuesday. 

Manager Mohammed Piprawala, aged 35, said the inci¬ 
dent had left everyone at the takeaway ‘stunned and dis¬ 
gusted’. “He came in and stood by the counter and was 
smiling and talking away,” Mr Piprawala said. 

“He told me he was waiting for his wife to come so they 
could decide what they were going to order. We were quite 
busy at the time. Everyone was stunned. 

“It’s disgusting really. We’ve been here since 2008 and 
no one can remember anything like this happening before.” 

The thief is described as being of medium build and 
around 6ft (1.83m) in height. He was wearing a black cap 
featuring a yellow emblem and a grey hooded top over a 
black shirt. Mr Piprawala estimates the box contained 
around £20 when it was taken. West Midlands Police are 
investigating the theft.

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Alex's legacy, as sister 
Rachel raises £12,000

A WOMAN has raised more 
than £12,000 for charity after 
her brother died of Sudden 
Adult Death Syndrome. 

Now, in her latest round of fund¬ 
raising, Rachel Dingle is looking 
to raise enough money to have 
defibrillators put around Wolver¬ 
hampton in her brother Alex’s fa¬ 
vourite places. 

Alex Brown, aged 25, died suddenly 
on April 7 this year after collapsing 
in the garden of the home he had just 
moved into with his girlfriend. 

She had gone out to play netball 
and found him collapsed in the garden 
when she returned. 

Since then Rachel, 30, of Burnt- 
wood, her family and Alex’s friends 
and girlfriend Rebecca Marshall have 
been raising money for Cardiac Risk in 
the Young, also known as CRY. 

Various fundraisers have taken 
place throughout this year including 
a charity football match and a charity 
rugby match between Alex’s Dragons 
and Lichfield All-stars. 

Undiagnosed 

Rachel said: “Ever since April we 
have been trying to raise money for 
Cardiac Risk in the Young. What we 
have found since we started is that 
Some 12 to 13 people a week in the UK 
die of undiagnosed heart conditions. 

“Heart screening is free in a number 
of countries but not on the NHS here 
in England. 

“Sudden Adult Death Syndrome can 
happen to anyone. People don’t think 
it will happen to them until it does. 
There’s not enough awareness of it. 

“I want to place some defibrillators 
around some of Alex’s favourite spots; 
such as East Park, Tettenhall, Row- 
ley Regis. To leave a legacy, it’s what 
he would have wanted. He worked in 
mental health, he was so caring and 
fit and healthy. He died 10 days before 


my first daughter was born and I know 
he was really looking forward to being 
an uncle.” 

Growing up it was just Alex, Re¬ 
becca and their mother, so Alex gave 
the father of the bride speech at Re¬ 
becca’s wedding. 

A tribute to Alex, from East Park, 
Wolverhampton, on his JustGiving 
page said: “Alex certainly was a char¬ 
acter, He was the absolute love of my 


life, he was a fantastic son, a ‘big’ lit¬ 
tle brother and was soon to become an 
uncle. He was the life and soul of every 
party and could make a room full of 
strangers his best friends.”

Criticism 
on rise of 
migrants 
in region 


MORE than 56,000 migrants have regis¬ 
tered to work and claim benefits in the Black 
Country over the last six years, new figures 
have revealed. 

And the number of foreign nationals granted na¬ 
tional insurance numbers soared by 39 per cent in 
just one year, according to the latest figures from the 
Office for National Statistics. The national average 


is 26 per cent. 

In 2014 a total of 9,806 
migrants registered to work 
across the region, a rise for 
2,747 from the previous 
year. The figures also show 
that since 2008 a total of 
56,027 migrants have reg¬ 
istered for national insur¬ 
ance numbers in the Black 
Country. 

Local councillors say they 
are concerned about the po¬ 
tential strain on resources 
prompted by influx of mi¬ 
grants, while an MEP has 
accused local authorities 
in the region of being ‘pa¬ 
thetic and weak’ for failing 
to stand up to the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Last year Sandwell saw 
3,808 new registrations, up 
37 per cent from 2013, while 
almost 20 per cent of all res¬ 
idents in the borough were 
born outside the UK. 

Wolverhampton saw 
3,536 registrations, an in¬ 
crease of 34 per cent from 
the previous year. In Walsall 
there 1,559 migrants regis¬ 
tered, a rise of 42 per cent. 

Dudley saw the biggest 
rise with 903 NI registra¬ 
tions in 2014, an increase of 
63 per cent. West Midlands 
MEP Bill Etheridge said he 
was stunned by the magni¬ 
tude of the increase across 
the Black Country.

Country are struggling to 
get council houses and GPs 
appointments. They can’t 
get their kids into the school 
they want. The whole fabric 
of our society is under in¬ 
credible strain yet more and 
more people are coming to 
our towns and cities from 
abroad. 

“This uncontrolled flood 
of immigration has simply 
got to stop. Unfortunately 
councils are too pathetic 
and weak to point out to 
the Government where the 
problems are.”

Commenting on the lat¬ 
est figures, he said: “We are 
under extra pressure be¬ 
cause of the austerity meas¬ 
ures we are facing. 

“We want to be able to 
provide housing and em¬ 
ployment for anyone who 
comes to live in Sandwell, 
but at the moment that is a 
real struggle. There is also 
a concern on the impact on 
communities. How do we 
build communities when we 
have people coming in and 
out all of the time?”

Sergeant Steve Newbury, from the West Midlands Police 
Collision Investigation Unit, said: “Our thoughts remain 
with the family of the man who lost his life and specialist 
officers continue to liaise with family. We are working hard 
to understand the circumstances that led to his death and 
we are appealing to anyone who was in the area at the time 
of the collision to come forward.”

“I didn’t even realise Coleridge was 
a he, I thought it was just the name 
of the walk. So I really had no idea 
at all.” 

The idea then of basing her new 
album Esteesee - which is how the 
poet liked to sign himself, on him and 
his works seem even more bizarre. 

“My husband came up with the 
idea. He started talking about Col¬ 
eridge and said I should write a song 
about him.” 

The idea then formed into an en¬ 
tire album in Hardy’s mind, “It was

Chef Suree's a winner as King and 
Thai retains its number one crown 


THAI cook Suree Coates is one 
of Shropshire’s most decorated 
chefs, having been named the 
UK Thai Chef of the Year a couple 
of years back and then bettering 
that by being crowned the Asian 
Chef of the Year. 

More recently, her qualities have been 
recognised by The Good Food Guide, where 
inclusion is hard to come by; in Shropshire, 
only seven restaurants feature. 

The King & Thai in Broseley is listed in 
that as a Local Gem and deserving of in¬ 
clusion. Suree is one of the county’s best. 
Arguably her greatest ability is to fashion 
exciting and exotic flavours that are deep, 
rich and rewarding. 

Her freshly-made sauces and pastes are 
heavenly. She learned how to make them 
while growing up in her native Thailand,

where she used a pestle and mortar to com¬ 
bine freshly-picked herbs and aromats. She 
uses the same techniques to this day - and 
it shows. Suree offers dishes that offer the 
same flavours that you’d find in downtown 
Phitsanulok. Her flavours are vibrant and 
subtle; explosive and entertaining. She’s a 
crackerjack cook who has as good an under¬ 
standing of Asian seasonings as any chef in 
the county. 

My friend and I have eaten at The King 
& Thai frequently. For this critic’s shilling, 
it remains the county’s number one; with 
Ludlow’s Chang Thai Bar and Shrews¬ 
bury’s recently-opened Aroi Thai not far 
behind. Suree moves ahead of her good-but- 
not-better rivals on most fronts: principally 
presentation, innovation and flavour. 

When we arrived, the helpful and bubbly 


waitress showed us through to the dining 
room. It was festooned with Buddhas, col¬ 
ourful photographs and other Thai ephem¬ 
era. The menu featured the normal Thai 
classics in addition to numerous specials. 
Starters include a duck dim sum with plum 
sauce. Alongside that was a Thai custard, 
served in a mini pumpkin, with prawns. 

My friend opted for the duck dim sum 
while I ordered chicken satay. Both were 
delicious. The dim sum - some crunchy- 
fried and some soft-and-steamed - were 
light and boldly seasoned. The plum sauce 
was swirled concentrically across the plate 
and provided a balanced accompaniment. 

The satay was brilliant. My friend and 
I swapped dim sum for satay in an im¬ 
promptu game of Thai mix‘n’match. 

We thought long and hard about the 
daily specials before ordering the county’s 
best Thai red curry and the county’s best 


Thai green curry. Neither disappointed. 
Both oozed subtle and delicate flavour. The 
chicken and vegetables that were contained 
had been lightly cooked while the presenta¬ 
tion was as pretty as a picture. 

Rather than request dessert, we asked 
the chef to choose. She provided a tasting 
platter, including a playful coconut panna 
cotta, an indulgent chocolatey, fudgey cube 
that was dense, rich and satisfying and 
more. The only underwhelming element 
was a deep-fried ice cream sandwich. 

Suree deserves all credit for pushing the 
envelope when it comes to Thai cuisine. 
Unlike most local, neighbourhood chefs, 
she creates imaginative dishes, daring to 
combine different ingredients to fashion 
something new. 

Her presentation is delightful, her fla¬ 
vours exemplary and there’s not a finer 
Thai restaurant in the region.

The stars shine brightly 
in aid of a good cause 


H ow to transform yourself from 
smooth-talking professional to 
dribbling idiot in one easy move 
- host a live TV show. 

Those watching at home may think 
standing in front of a camera and 
reading an autocue is easy, but for 
presenters, it can be a living 
nightmare - especially if something 
goes wrong and they’re left to fill in 
‘dead air! 

Arguably the biggest and most 
difficult live TV event of the year is 
Children in Need, thanks in no small 
part to the fact it lasts for such a long 
time. What’s more, this year it’s being 
broadcast on Friday 13th - surely a 
recipe for disaster if ever there was 
one? 

Well, maybe not. After all, it’s in the 
safe hands of Terry Wogan, who 
seems to thrive on such occasions. 

He will be joined for the first part 
of the evening by Tess Daly, 
who is no stranger to live TV, 
having co-hosted Strictly Come 
Dancing with, initially, Bruce Forsyth 
and latterly with Claudia Winkleman, 
for the past 11 years. But even she 
could learn a thing or two from Sir 


Terry who makes the whole process 
seem completely effortless - 
perhaps it’s because he’s so affable 
and always does his best to make 
those appearing in the studio at their 
ease. 

“I’m not a confrontational 
interviewer,” explains Wogan. “It would 
be easy to be abrasive, but nobody 
would want to come on the show. 
Sometimes an interview I think didn’t 
go well was actually very good, and 
vice versa. You’re not always the best 
judge yourself.” 

Despite retiring from his radio show, 
Terry is as busy as ever, but he claims 
he’ll always have time for this 
fundraiser. 

“It is always a privilege and 
pleasure, the highest point of my year, 
to present BBC Children in Need,” he 
says. ‘This year we are hoping the 
great British public will give us even 
more. We’ve certainly got a fantastic 
show line-up this year. I know I say 
that every year but this year really is 
special.” 

Although the BBC’s first Children’s 
Appeal arrived in 1927, the first 


telethon version didn’t appear on our 
screens until in 1980, and the aim 
each year is to beat the previous total. 
Seeing as a record £32, 620, 469 was 
raised on the night in 2014, the 
fundraisers have a tough task ahead 
of them, but hopefully the public will 
be inspired to dig deep by the serious 
stories they hear as well as the 
entertainment on offer. 

Among the highlights on offer during 
the first, two-and-a-half-hour stint are 
performances by Ellie Goulding, the 
Children’s Choir, Rod Stewart and 
Jess Glynne, who performs the 
evening’s official song, Take Me 
Home. 

Also popping up is a Strictly special, 
which sees Bruce Forsyth return to 
the ballroom to host an edition 
featuring the stars of Call the Midwife 
- has their colleague Helen George, 
who is currently taking part in the 
dance challenge, been giving them 
tips? 

Then, in the second half after the 
news, Rochelle Humes and Nick 
Grimshaw take over from Daly and 
help Wogan keep the ball rolling into 
the wee small hours.

We’ll never know how close the new Suba¬ 
ru came to being called the Galuto, Acolin or 
Cyting before the company decided on Lev- 
org. 

It’s a mix of the words Legacy (a well respected 
existing car from Subaru), Revolution and Touring. So 
the other three work just as well. 

Beneath this unusual moniker sits a car that might have 
been designed especially for a limited number of potential 
car buyers, all of them deeply wedded to Subaru’s design 
ethos. 

So the Levorg features three features bound up with the 
very idea of a modern Subaru, all items that the select band 
of Subaru faithful find essential in the car of their dreams. 

They are, from the front, an engine whose four cylinders 
sit flat to the ground, unlike the tall block of oiliness usually 
found under a bonnet. This puts the weight closer to the 
road and the car ought to attack corners with less lean in 
the process. 

Then - back a little - we come to the front wheels. Which 
in the Levorg’s case are given the same amount of power to 
transmit as the pair at the back. 

Yes, it’s permanent four-wheel drive, another Subaru arti¬ 
cle of faith and the saviour of many a country vet on a wet, 
slippery road deep in a Yorkshire dale. 

And, sitting behind that lie-flat engine is a gearbox without 
any gears, or more accurately, only one, which varies itself 
as you push the throttle harder. That, theoretically at least, 
ought to mean the engine is always performing at its most 
economical. We’ll see.

Holding all the mechanical bits together is an estate car 
body that has more space inside for people and luggage 
than the last Legacy Tourer. Subaru reckons it has the ‘im¬ 
posing presence of a sports car with the practicality of a 
tourer’, which is pushing it a bit. To these eyes the Levorg 
looks like a sensible estate car with a big bonnet scoop hint¬ 
ing at a rally-filled past. 

If you think all of the above marks Subaru out as a com¬ 
pany that ploughs its own furrow, you’d be right. It expects 
to sell a modest 500 Levorgs in a full year in the UK and you 
can bet there are that number of potential buyers for whom 
this car - and no other - fits the bill precisely. 

Once the decision is taken that it’s going to be new Le¬ 
vorg on the drive, there is little else to consider, except the 
colour. The car comes with but a single choice of equipment 
(thankfully, there’s a lot of it) and in just three metallic col¬ 
ours - grey, white or blue. 

Rivals - the Volvo V60 and Mazda6 estate are mentioned 
by Subaru - offer lots more choice (diesels, front drive only 
and manual gearboxes, for instance) but that is never the 
point with a Subaru. Owners love them for their individuality. 

They will also like the Levorg for its kit count, which in¬ 
cludes LED headlights, 18 inch alloy wheels, keyless ac¬ 
cess, leather seats (heated in the front), navigation with a 
big touchscreen, dual zone air conditioning and a rear park¬ 
ing camera. 

Out on a mix of scenic Yorkshire roads, the Levorg’s 
new turbocharged 1.6 litre petrol engine felt stronger than 
its quoted 168bhp and the CVT transmission avoided the 
soaring revs that used to mark keen use of similar systems. 

In fact, on the right (smoothish) surface the Levorg cracks 
along with enthusiasm. Rougher roads produced an un¬ 
welcome pattering from the wheels but the car never felt 
less than welded to the road. We didn’t try for the claimed 
130mph top speed or 0-62mph dash in 8.9 seconds. 

The test car showed 31 mpg on its clear trip computer af¬ 
ter a morning’s work; not a bad return, if inevitably shy of 
the official 39.8mpg. The car’s 164g/km C02 output attracts 
£180 annual road tax. 

Like every Subaru in living memory, there is an indestructi¬ 
ble feel about an interior that looks well ordered if a bit plain 
and obviously meant to do the business for years and years.

You’ll need your strongest magnifying glass 
to see the tiny nips and tucks at the front and 
rear, but the financially savvy will notice the 
improvements that have been made to the 
fuel economy and emissions of various mod¬ 
els. 

There’s now a version that dips to 99g/km, earning free 
road tax - although to get it you’ll need to add the £1,550 
automatic gearbox. You’ll have to do the maths on that one. 

The front bumper is a little less sculpted than before, with 
a greater emphasis on horizontal lines. That’s to cater for 
the tastes of larger markets than ours. The 3 Series is still an 
image-focused car, though, proudly displaying the correct 
badge for business types and feeling very much the part on 
the inside, too. 

You could argue that when it comes to premium cars, 
the domination of the three-box saloon is not as strong as 
it once was, but there’s still a strong following for what has 
been a hugely popular and influential model in Britain. If 
you’ve got a new 3 Series, you’re doing alright. 

There’s a big boot behind the three rear seats, with re¬ 
cessed bins at the sides and a large aperture that lets you 
nonchalantly slot larger cases straight in. In the front there 
are useful door bins, and while you won’t fit much into the 
glovebox, the cabin is very spacious for passengers. 

Legroom in the back is ample, and more accommo¬ 
dating than it looks because the 3 Series has longer rear 
seat squabs than many non-premium cars that use shorter 
squabs to increase the appearance of space. 

Leather-covered surfaces are potentially vulnerable to the 
rigours of family life, but that’s pretty much a given in this 
part of the market. 

The 320d is likely to be the biggest seller. The efficiency 
numbers are impressive and that optional eight-speed au¬ 
tomatic gearbox is superb, despite the hefty price tag. The 
test car only had around 500 miles on it so the engine was 
almost certainly still at its tightest, but it’s fair to say that it felt 
nowhere near as brisk as its on-paper 188bhp and 295lb/ft 
suggest. 

What you do get is super-stable handling and oodles of 
grip on the larger wheels of M Sport versions, and well-con¬ 
trolled floatiness on the Efficient Dynamics (ED Plus) model 
and its tiny-looking but efficiency-boosting 16-inch alloys. 
Avoid the inconsistent Servotronic steering, though, which 
completely ruins the standard set-up’s linearity and direct¬ 
ness. 

There’s good visibility in all directions, which is handy be¬ 
cause you don’t sit too high. Using the iDrive is a joy these 
days, and if you upgrade the standard BMW Business navi¬ 
gation to the Professional grade you’re rewarded with a wid¬ 
er, sharper screen with more functionality. 

It’s not a cheap step up, though. My pick of the options 
is the superb head-up display. Again, it’s pricey, but once 
you’ve had it you’ll wonder how you ever managed without. 

With options the 320D xDrive I drove totalled £46,000. 
That’s a terrifying, absurd figure you should run away from. 
A standard but very well equipped 335d, with all its lovely 
torque, is less than £41,000. 

Many of BMW’s options are simply replacing existing 
systems with better versions rather than adding crucial new 
tech, so stick as close to standard spec as you can. In Sport 
trim and with the automatic added, the 320d is arguably 
cheaper to own than rivals from Mercedes, Audi and Jaguar. 

This is a car with a long-standing trail of success in this 
country, but its days as the default upgrade from a Mondeo 
or Passat have been ended by the splurge of crossovers 
and compact SUVs, most of which are waving the ‘premium’ 
flag as hard as they can. The BMW might be becoming the 
understated choice, but it still drives and handles better than 
any of its high-riding rivals. 

This car summed up in a single word: Classic 

If this car was a: kitchen table it would be from the main¬ 
stay range at an oak furniture shop. It’s robust, looks smart 
and feels solid, carrying with it a style that will never go out 
of fashion.

ON another day, Albion could 
have had three more penalties. 

Had Anthony Taylor deemed any of 
Robert Huth’s trio of misdemeanours 
in the box an offence, it could have 
been a different story. 

We would be talking about a hat-trick of wins 
in the Premier League for the first time since 
2012 and the Baggies would have joined Leicester 
as one of the successes of the season so far. 

But we’re not, and after all the dust has settled 
and the tempers cooled down, most Albion fans 
will admit that the better team won. 

Jamie Vardy stole the headlines by becoming 
only the third person to score in eight consecutive 
Premier League games. It was a breakaway goal 
brimming with confidence, full of class and pace. 

When N’Golo Kante played the ball up to the 
former non-league striker in his own half, Jonny 
Evans would have been happy with his position. 

But Vardy flicked the ball around the Northern 
Irishman to Danny Drinkwater, spun the other 
way and sprinted. 

Perfect 

Drinkwater played a perfect through-ball and 
Vardy was away. 

There was no catching him, and his finish into 
the side netting seemed never in doubt. 

That goal turned out to be a winner, and so just 
like Astle Day six months ago, Leicester fought 
back from behind to win 3-2 and take all three 
points away from The Hawthorns. 

Evans had been warned earlier on in the match 
when Marc Albrighton threaded through a ball to 
his striker. 

Vardy twisted and turned, and in the process 
turned Evans inside out before hitting the inside 
of the post. 

Apart from those two moments though, the cen¬ 
tre-half had another good game, covering Chris 
Brunt when he shot up the left flank and making 
split-second decisions key to any defender. 

There will be question marks about Albion’s 
defence for Riyad Mahrez’s two goals though. 

It’s unlike Tony Pulis’ side to allow the opposi¬ 
tion enough time in the box to let the ball fall on 
to feet, and even though the second one was off¬ 
side, the fact it happened twice in seven minutes 


will infuriate a team known for being disciplined 
at the back. 

For a fan-base crying out for more creative in¬ 
tent at home, there were shoots of optimism in 
the first half. 

The Foxes started brightly, but Albion worked 
themselves into the game and when Salomon 
Rondon made a darting near-post run at a cor¬ 
ner to head in his second goal in two games, it 
sparked the home side into life. 

The Venezuelan looked much more threaten¬ 
ing and Stephane Sessegnon added flashes of bril¬ 
liance to Albion’s attack. 

Defensively, he wasn’t so strong, leaving Daw¬ 


son outnumbered too often. The problem the Bag¬ 
gies have at home lies in central midfield. 

Claudio Yacob and Darren Fletcher are both 
competent players and they’ve forged a nice little 
partnership, but they lack any drive forwards. 

Both prefer to sit deep. Yacob likes to mop up 
play whereas Fletcher likes to pull the strings 
from further back. 

Neither offer any goal threat and rarely do they 
get into the box, leaving Albion’s four-man attack 
toothless in the face of organised teams. 

Callum McManaman was only on the pitch for 
nine minutes, the winger won the penalty which 
dragged Albion back into the game.

NEW Aston Villa manager Remi Garde 
saw his team well beaten at White Hart 
Lane. 

Villa remain bottom of the table after 
their seventh straight Premier League 
defeat.
